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We have had a mild, nther low 
key protest on campus this past 
week due toanarbltrary and archaic 
rule at the University of Sudtwry 
residence. Three students were 
evlclcd because they violated the 
vlsHlng regulations of the res- 
idence! 

The regulations that theyvlolated 
were those that pertain to opposite 
sexes visltlns each other In se- 
perate rooms. The three students 
were caught having a cup of coffee 
In one of the residence rooms. 

The University of Sodbury ad- 
ministration noUlIed the students 
that they were to get out of the 
residence. When the students re- 
fused to leave, the administration 
served them with awrit of summons 
under the Landlord Tenant Act, 
and they were to appear at a pre- 
liminary hearing in Judges cham- 
bers. This was done so that the 
courts would order the students to 
leave the residence. 

This action prompted concerned 
shKlents on campus to organize a 
picket tlne^ to object to the arbi- 
trary measures that the University 
of Sudbury administration took. The 
picket .was. set up on Thursday 
I4arch 16. The picket consisted of 
up to 60 people wltli support cpmlng 
from all residences and some off 
campus students. Tlie picket cir- 
culated around, the tlnlyerslty of 
Sudbury and all v^des^wtshlngto 
cross the^llne, were. stopped and 
asked to support tin protest by 
not violating thalplcket Ujh* ^ 

Thf plcketers. marched from the 

University of Sodbury to the Seo^e 

boan} room, on the^tfeveoth floor

chanted "UofSlsan]«ss'\cheerod»-

that supported the students In their 
demands, however, the battle Is 
only half over. The support of the 
senate Is laudable but It Is still 
up to U of S to take action. 

At its meeting of Thursday, March 
16, 1972, the Senate of Laurentlan 
University adopted resolutions rel- 
ating to the disclpunary problems 
presently confronting theUnlverslty 
of Sudbury and the students who live 
In the residence operated by this 
University, 



The first motion passed states: 
"that Senate deplores the alleged 
recourse to legal proceedings to 
resolve a conflkt within the Un- 
iversity community and that wo 
deplore the apparent lack of ade- 
quate procedures for resolving such 
conflicts.*' 

Senate's second motion states 
ttiat: "tho Laurcnllan University 
Senate requests the appropriate 
Boards of Governors of the Lau- 
rentlan University system to con- 



sider and adopt Hecommcndatlon 
58 of the Draft Report of the Com- 
mission on Post Secondary Educa- 
tion In CUtarlo which reads 'All 
vestiges of In loco parentis rules 
should be abolished' as an element 
in the reform of the Act of In- 
corporation of Laurentlan Un- 
iversity or Sudbury (special ref- 
erence to Section 240)." 

The University of Skidbuiy ad- 
ministration can revoke the writs 



that have been served or can go 
on with the hearing as planned. 
It must t>e pointed out that no 
matter what happens now, the stu-j 
dents of Laurentlan have won a 
victory of sorts. 

The shidents that participated 
In the picket should be commended. 
Not only for their participation 
as concerned students, but also 
for the orderly manner in which 
the picket was carried out.

IntheSGA elections of Wed- 
nesday and Thursday, a record 
number of students voted. The 
total count was 996 of a possible 
1900, which represents some 52,8% 
of the eligible voler&. 

YvoQ Lachapelle was elected as 
full time president with a total vote 
of 251 votes, while Roman Wol- 
ostczuk finished aclosesecondwlth 
216 votes. Ike liodenburger was 
next with 208» followed by Peter 
Rennlck with 131»Steve Kelly withSl 
Mike Slawny with 43« Don Lavlgeur 
with 27, and Eric Bronsoo with 13. 

Steve Rosenbargh has been el- 
ected Ehgllah Tlce*>pre8ident with a 
total vote of 211, while HarryShep- 
pard was next with 170, followed by 
Rocco D'Allmonte with 119^ Murray 
Hall with 117, Richard Woodley 
with 67, John Bamett with 63, and 
Tooy Verbeul with 54. .

Cloutier 
resigns 



The Board of Governors of Lau- 
renttan University has accepted the 
reslgnatloo of Dr. Roland Cloatler 
as Vlce-Pre5ld«il (Academic), 
Vlce-Preddent (Student Affairs), 
Dean of Faculty of Artsand Science, 
and professor of General Science. 

Oa July I, 1970, Dr. Cloatler 
was appointed Actli^ President of 
the University vhlEe continuing to 
retain his other duties and res- 
ponslblUHes. On July 1, 1971, he 
was appointed for another year by 
the Board of Governors as ActlDg 
President, and Or, H. Albert was 
appointed Interim Vice-President 
, (Academic) and Vice-President 
(Student Affairs). Dr.ClouUer will 
continue to serve as Acting Pres- 
ident of Laurentlan until July 1, 
1972 when Dr. EJ, Monahan wtu 
assume the duties of President. 

Dr. Cloutier arrived at Lau- 
rentlan University In the sammer 
of 1965 when he was appointed 
Dean of the Faculty of Arts and 
Science and professor of General 
Science. On January 1, 1967, he 
was appointed Ylce-Prestdent (Ac- 
ademic) and Vlce-Presldeiit (Stu- 
dent Affairs). 

Ailer service overseas with the 
RCAF. Dr. Cloatler attended Lavil 
University where he obtained his 
BA.Sc. degreee. He then oodertook 
a three-year period of study under 
the auspices of the National Cancer 
Institute of Cinada. During this 
Ume, he obtained a master's degree 
In Physics from McGlU University. 

In 1955, Dr. Clogtlerwas awarded 
his doctorate by McGlll University. 
This doctoral work meant not only 
the study of Phydcs and Mathe- 
matics bat also of Anatomy, Phys- 
iology, Histology ind Biochemistry, 

From 1956 to 1962 Dr. Cloatter 
headed a new section In Biophysics 
at the Department of Katlonal Health 
and Welfare. Heorganlted research 
projects on the Uologlcal effects 
of radiation, oo x-ray dlffracdoo, 
and 00 residual radioactivity In 
foods. He also represented Canada 
at Intematlooal seminars and 
meetings. 

Dr. Cloutier resumed his full- 
time teaching and research at the 
University of Ottawa In 1962, The 
Hatloaal Research Council awarded 
him a ma]or grant to set up anew 
research laboratory In Biophysics 
at the University. 

Having agreed to a Hve-year 
contract as Dean of the Faculty 
of Pure and Applied Sciences it 
ruolverslti de Honctoo, Dr. Clou- 
tier will assume his new duties 
In July 1972, when he, his wife 
and their five children wfli take 
op residence In Moactoci» Hew 
Bnmswldc.

The conspicuous consumption of 
paper in the SGA election campaign 
seems to me to be unnecessarr 
and ^ too costly. 

Much of the Utter on the walls 
conveyed little Information about 
the candidates or their views but 
seemed designed only to be eye- 
catching. My vote will not be cast 
oo the basis ofthemostcharlsmatlc 
photo or campaign symboL 

I would like to recommend that 
in tkiture Lambda should handle 
the bulk of the election campaign 
pQbllclty. I suggest this fbr two 
reasons. First, seveiml thousand 
copies of Lambda are printed each 
week regardless ofcooteot and some 
of tUs large volume of paper could 
be devoted to providing Informatioo 
about the candidates and election 
issues. This coold be dene over 
two issues by Interviews or by 
offering space free of charge to 
each candidate. 

Second, ifcandldates were limited 
to equal spKe In the newspaper 
they could be appraised better by 
the student voter. In this way those 
candidates who submit oolyaphoto- 
graph would be Judged on that basis 
and the codidates who can afford 
expensive graphics and large quan- 
tities of posters would not be able 
to bury the candidates oo tighter 
budgets.

An 
attempt to have non-academic ex- 
penses, such as sports and cultural 
activities, also Irozen was defeated. 
Meanwhile enrolment figures at 
unlverslUes across Canada were 
also seen to l>e down. 

Dr. Edward J. Monohan was 
named as LaurenUan's new pres- 
ident effective July 1, 1972. Vice- 
president Roland Cloutler took over 
as acting president folloulog the 
dismissal of formerpresldcntStan* 
ley G. Mullins. Student -faculty- 



Senate unity resulted In a aos- 
penaloa of academic activlUea in 
the spring of 1970, which Anally 
forced the Board of Gorenuirs to 
remove Ualtlns from his post 

A Senate motiod' to have sin- 
dents recelTta their transcripts on 
the Jkill payment of tulUoo fees 
(regardless of whether tbejr paid 
Incidental fees such as ttw SGA 
and Athletic fee) was presented 
bf student senators Geoff Lloyd 
and Bob Tcpp. R was referred 
to the budget committee mud stu- 
dent aiSklrs committee, wtto re^ 
ferred it to the SGA^^wlwre^JI^ 
remains. 

In the provincial elections the 
Sudbury area swung as a block to 
the NDP, a reflection of the area's 
discontent with the present Con- 
servative government. EUe Martel 
was elected In Sudbury East, Bud 
Cerma in Sudbury, and Floyd 
Laughren In Nickel Belt. 

Novemtwr 

David Von Leeuwcn, elected as 
part time SGA president, took over 
the position full time at a salary of 
$6,000. Van Leeuwen, who was vir- 
tually working at the position full 
time slnco elected, said ttiat he 
couldn't fulflU the position on a 
part time basis and the SCA Coun- 
cil agreed with him. 

A proposal to have a counter 
calendar produced by the SGA was 
defeated by Council. The proposal, 
which was approved later in the year 
by a general meeting, provided for 
an evaluation of all professors and 

coirses offered for guidance to stu- 
dents in the selection of courses. 

In the first of asorles ofSenate 
elections 8,12% oftheellgiblQ voters 
elected Eric Bronson, Murray Hall, 
Lynda Rubletz and Steve Vick as 
student senators. 

Two student senators, one elected 
only a week earlier, resigned from 
Senate. Bob Tof^ and Steve VIck 
gavQ fnistratlon with Senate actions 
and the continual block voting

During the hockey championships 
held In Sherbrooke, coaches and 
other ofQclals got together and 
heard a proposal for a niper league 
In hockey. Seven teams would 
constitute the membership In the 
proposed league. They would be: 
Laurentlan, U of T, York, St, Mary's, 
Loyola, UBC and the University of 

Alberta. 

Travelling eipenses for this lea- 
gue would be quite high, in the 



neighbourhood of $1500 per week- 
end. All games will be played 
during the weekend. 

The schedule would have each 
team play the other four times, 
giving an Individual team 28 games 
during the season. 

This proposal is sUtl In the 
talking stage right now, but some 
coaches have expressed Interest. 
One thing It would bring about, 
good competition. Imagine, no more 
Brocks or RyersonsI 
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against any proposals put forward 
by the student senators as reasons 
for their reslgnatlOQ. 

It was anoooDced that new sln^e 
and married students' residences 
would ' be partially ready by 
Svtember ' 1972 and completed by 
the cod of' that academic year. 

The SGA^ Coondl went igalnst 
estabUshed poUcy and voted toclose 
the recently opened pob to 
staiSeaiB during the day. Th€ pab 
was to hare been opened during 
the day as a lounge as soon as 
a locking mechanlsnl was Installed 
,' for the bar area. However para- 
noic students concerned about stu- 
dents damaging "their" furniture 
convinced council to close the pub 
during the day, despite protests 
from a number of council mem- 
bers. The declsioo was later over- 
ruled in a referendum. 

Shidents at Algoma College In 
Sault Ste, Marie (an afllllate of 
Laurentlan) received full parity on 
the College's highest academic 
body,' the academic council, re- 
celvbig 31 representatives on the 
body, 

December 

Senate passed a budget which 
provides for serious hardships for 
the humanities, it was said that the 
humanities were not bringing In 
enough money to ]ustify their being 
sutsldiced by the rest of the un- 
iversity, yet the highest deQcIt was 
in the sciences. The impact on the 
humanities was seen as a cut of six 
staff and the elimination or com- 
pression of 23 courses. 

34.8% of the student body voted 
In the second Senate election of the 
year and elected Donis Lopointe 
and Ike Llndenburger to the two 
positions open. Twelve shidents 
sought the positions. 

International Nickel announced 
that no 5tudenls>woold be employed 
during the summer due to acutback 
in production. Last bummer 1,600 
students, 400 from Laurentlan, were 



tdred tqp Inco In the Sudbury area, 
Lanrentlan's studnt liaison 
program came under attack* Ap- 
parently the newly appointed Ualaoo 
omcer» Robert PatiT, has not been 
able to attract the students needed 
to solve LaurenUan's enrolment 
proUems, Recent reports Indicate 
that Patry has been reAised access 
to a local secoodary school due to 
his oegaUve effect on students. An- 
other report indicates that even 
lower enrolment Is eipected next 
year. 

January 

Concern arose among students in 
the School of Social Work over an 
announcement that only 6 out of 
the 40 second year students wouU 
be accepted In the third year due 
to lack of staff because. of budget 
limitations. Social Work students 
planned to ask for special consider- 
ation from Laurentian's budget 
committee as well as from the De- 
partment of University Affairs. 

John White, then Minister of Un- 
iversity Affairs, spoke at Lau- 
rentlan and said nothing. 

The SGA Council set up com- 
mittees to 0) prepare a budget 
for this year and next; (2) esta- 
blish financial procedures and con- 
trols; (3) set up the recently ap- 
proved course evaluation; and (4) 
prepare a new constitution. 

Plans for new student service 
facilities in the new student res- 
idence were unveiled. The area 
Is to contain a full grocery store, 
bank, snack bar, music room, games 
area, meeting areas and lounge 
space. 

February 

The Faculty and University 
agreed on a new contract. The un- 
iversity proposed a 4% increase 
but the faculty, in consideration 
of the university's nnancial sit- 
uation, declined the Increase. Last 
year salary negotiations were one 
of a numtwr of issues that led 



to the closing of the udverslty for 
a period of time; 

Frank Reynolds, SGA Baslness 
Uanager, was dlsmissedby Council. 
Ttie dedslQo was taken at a closed 
meetlBf. Later, ReynoUs was given 

a tetter of recommeodattoo* to pros- 
pective employers, by the SGA Ex- 
ecutive. 

March 

A prepOMd new coDsUhiUoa failed 
to pass a student referendum. The 
referendum which did not receive 
the fifty percenttum-outoecessary 
to make It valid, had 302 students 
approving the coostiliitloa whlle493 
relected it; a 38% turn-out. Con- 
troversy over a proposal for a 
bilingual vice-president was seen 
as one of the reasons for the con- 
stJhjtion's reiectlon. The proposed 
constitution, which provided for 
Council represeotaUoo accordingto 
academic division as well as for a 
Council committee system, was a 
step towards muchneededdecentra- 
lizaUonoftheSGA. 

Lyn Downer, Lambda staffer and 
columnist and former editor of the 
"Voice'' at Georgian College, was 
named Lambda editor for the next 
academic year. 

What did not happen: 

The same old struchires that we 
tried to change In 09-70 and 70-7] 
still remain. The drive for reform 
in university government came to 
an abrupt end. Unfortunately aca- 
demic reform cannot be achieved 
within unreformed structures. Stu- 
dent Interests cannot be served 
until students have significant rep- 
resentation on academic bodies. 

SGA structures remain the same 
despite attempts to change them. 
The SGA has not moved Into aca- 
demic or educational fields, and 
perhaps its structure Is one of 
the factors hindering this. 

Where we are going depends on 
the new SGA CoimcU and the new 
Senators and how hard they u'ont

OFS meeting is disturbing 



The founding conventlonofthe On- 
tario Federation of Students was, 
to put It tactfully, a less ttian sat- 
isfying affair. Despite all the talk 
of student unity, the opposition to 
government control of universities 
and tlie Wright Report on Post- 
Secondary Education, manydelegates 
leR the Initial meetings feeling that 
not much had happened except for 
a general agreement that the pro- 
posed financial structures forunlv- 
ersitles and students were to the 
detriment of all concerned. 

Emphasliing this was the Thurs- 
day evening meeting that met tn 
order to have a "general discuss- 
ion" of the Wright Report, with 
a short discussion of student aid 
with Joyce Denyer, past president 
of the Association of Part-time Un- 
degraduate Students. It was decided 
after Joyce ^>oke for a while, to 
alter the agenda slightly and dis- 
cuss tactics for the meeting with 
the Honourable George Kerr, Mini- 
ster of Colleges and Universities^ 

the following afternoon. 

The discussion then degenerated 
into arguments about the proposed 
student loan/grant system and its 
■ effects m universities. The impor- 
tant tc^ic of how the George Kerr 
meeting was going to be handled 
did not surface. 

It was increasingly obvious the 
next day, however, that it made no 
difference that the discussion had 
died Thursday night, because the 
organlaers had things clearly in 

hand. 
On Friday morning, the student 

delegates met with John McDonald 
and Bert Hansen, of the Council 
of Ontario Universities, and Paul 
Wclnswelg, Executive Assistant of 
the Ontario Confederation ofUnlve- 
rslty Faculty Associations. 

For one hour and a half, the three 
men outlined the structures ofthelr 
on^zatlons and tioweffecttvethey 
were in achlevlngtheirvarlous goa- 
ls. Unfortunately, Iheydldnotseem 



particularly Interested In the OFS, 
and the commitment of support ttiat 
was asked for was not forthcoming. 

After the university bureaucrats 
lP^,lhe student tureaucrats moved 
in, Ron Mackenrie, President of 
the University of Western Ontario 
Students Council spoke on Past and 
F^iture Ontario Student organlaa- 
Uons. Many delegates remarked 
later that the talk of firm power 
bases, arm student support, firm 
financing and firm bureaucracy we- 
re quite similar to the speeches 
heard at the founding of the Hi- 
nted Ontario Union of Students, 

After lunch, George Kerr showed 
up, late^ as Is apparently common* 
He launched into a short speech 
extolling the virtues of a student 
organlsatloo that could influence 
government decisions. He alsomade 
the point that the Wright Report 
was only a draft, by no means 
final. He said that the recommenda- 
tions were made in a very final 
tone in order to polarize opinion 
so as to get betier reactions. What 
he didn't mention was that Doug 
Wright, chairman of the committee, 
regards the report as very final, 
and expects it to get through the 
legislature before August. 

In an Interview with Michael 
Keating of the Globe and Mall, 
Mr. Kerr promptly negated much 
of what he had said at the stu- 
dent meeting. He intimated that 
the Wright Report is slated for 
Implementation as is, contradicting 
his naming it a draft report. 

After Mr. Kerr's missive, the 
meeting adjourned to Hart House 
for supper. Gil Levlne, an official 
of the Canadian Union of Public 
Employees, gave a pleasant speech 
about the organization of labour 
unions and how OFS should emulate 
the tine examples given it. He then 
proceeded to say that, while he 
hoped that students would continue 
to support the union movement^ 
that students could expect UtUe 



support In return. 

After Gil Levlne had said his 
piece, Phyllis GrosskuHh made a 
presentation (which appears else- 
where In this week's Lambda). The 
discussion following this was 
perhaps the most heartening event 
of the whole weekend. The people 
present finally got down to talking 
about what should be done about 
the Wright Report. Even though 
no consensus was reached, It was 
obvious that the students at least 
agreed that they were deOnltely 
against Implementation of the He- 
port. 

During, and after, thedlscussions 
on Friday nlght,severa] delegates 
(rom Trent, Lakehead, and Lauren- 
tian universities met to discuss 
the seeming control of the 
conference by the bdg three unl- 
versllies: Toronto, Queen's and 
Western. The people Involved in 
the leadership of the convention 
were Wynton Semple and Bob fen- 
cer of U of T, and Ron Mackenzie 
of Western. Thedelegates decided to 

meet at Gtendoo College, after the 
meetings, to formulate a position 
paper dealing withthelrgrievances. 
It was felt that the organization 
and constitution of OFS was being 
ramrodded down the throats of 
everyone present by the samepeople 
who, It is said, were Involved In 
the demise of the Ontario Union of 
Students. 

Due to timing problems, the 
meeting of the dissident delegates 
Csiled lomateriallte.Saturday mor- 
ning, the Trent delegation put for- 
ward their own position paper, and 
it was explained to them that they 
wore wrong in their allegations. 

Later, however, a motion waspnt 
forward that would stop all con- 
sideration of the constitution at the 
meeting, and would elect an exec- 
utive that would then decide on a 
constihitlon and bring it back to 
another meeting In a couple of 
months' time. The word "execu-

Mysterious happenings have occuredlnandaround 
the SGA this year, centring to a great extent 
around the business operations of the organization 
and the dismissal of Frank Reynolds, former SGA 
business manager. 

A number of questions and charges have been 
raised tiy some students and an organization calling 
themselves the Students foraDemocraticLaurentlan 
(SDL). 

This organization, and its charges, we first 
tended to dismiss as a poUtical front used by Mr. 
Reynolds for his own politicaJ purposes. A number 
of their charges directly contradicted the SGA 
Executive, whom we tended to give more credlUllty 
to titan the SDU Many were quite strong. Many 
were misleading. And many we felt to be Incorrect 
or unjustified. 

Yet, upon talking witii people In SDL and having 
the other view, along with 2. number of Interesting 
facts and recollections, brought to our attention 
we began to question. 

We can no longer dismiss the SDL as a small 
group of people out for their own political ends 
using whatever tactics possible. 

We no longer know who to trust. We know that 
the SGA has not been open. We begin to feel 
that they have lost a certain amount of credlblljty. 
And they have. And that Is the most unfortunate 
thing of alt. 

There Is a now executive and a new Council now. 
They must decide whether they will be open with ttie 
students. They must let the students know what 
they are doing and why they are doing IL There 
must be no room for doubt. 

They cannot count on the students' faith and 
trust In them to remain, no matter what. They 
cannot count on absolute trust, for this is what 
the past executive and council expected from us. 
Wo no longffr have that absolute trust in them. 
We question their actions. 

Tt>e now CouncU and Executive must not let 
this happen. For \t It loses credibility the whole 
SGA will be placed In ]eopardy. 

It is up to them to decide how they will run 
their affairs, but we will be watching them much 
closer than we have In the past. We have learned 
from this year, and we have our friends, who 
wo thought were our enemies, to thank.

Tills 
happens adminlstmllvely, so why 
shouldn't it hai^en to a student 
organization also? 

It was good to see however, 
that some of the people present 
were not happy with the way the 
power was being distributed. They 
were not happy that only a few 
people should control such a large 
organization. One can only hope, 
that with the help of people like 
these within the organization, that 
the Ontario Federation of Students 
will eventually be representative 
of post-secondary shidents in the 
province, the founding meeting was 
not. 



Quorum question 
is soundiy defeated 



■A Question of i^ioruinwu-.^irought 
up In Senate by FaMor F, Ro'fi^lard 

In a motion to lower the number 
of voting members needol to open 
a m*?etlng to 40%. At present there 
ire 34 voting members of which 
50% or 17 arc needed for quorum. 

At the time of this motion there 
were eicactly 17 members present 
and since this moton etiects all 
Senate 50% of the total number of 
voting members had to vote for the 
motion, making it necessary for a 
unanimous vote for the motion. 

Professor G. Clarke argued 
against the motion, saying that 
Senate Is one of the highest aca-^ 
demlc bodies in Canada and has 
re^)onslbiUty to the unlversit) 



community and to lower the quorum 
to 40% would Infringe on this. 

Professor Llyod Wagner also 
spoke against this and suggested 
that the problem of quorum was 
not In the regular voting members 
but the eioflclo members such as 
the representatives from Nlplsslng 
and Algoma.

Here we are at the end of the year» or 
nther in the middle of our lives. 

Thlsi 1 suppose, will be a personal assessment. 
It may meao little to those who don't know me. 
It should mean a tot to those who do and to 
those I cdire about. It should mean a little to all 
who have shared my thoughts and Ideas throaghout 
the year. And ft should mean something to all 
of us, for we alt share the feelings of being 

human. 

This year has been, I suppose, In many ways 
a rewarding yet frustratinK year. It has been most 
of the time an empty one, for me personally, 
yet maybe It shouldn't have been. Politically It 
has been an active one, for politics, belog my 
second love, has fllled a void In my life. Aca- 
demically It has been successful, I suppose, yet 
I wonder If It Is worth the effort to complete 
successfully. After three years of academic work 
you begin to wonder If you are really achieving 
anything. You also resent It for getting In the 
way of more Important things - more Important 
teaming experiences - such as working with and 
relating to your fellow shidents and human beings. 

You don't want to leave because you don^ want 
to go out Into that world, that society that you 
despise. When you see thelnhumanlty within this 
supposedly "free" environment you wonder If you 
could stand It outside. When you see the problems 
trying to make changes In this supposedly "en- 
lightened" environment you wonder If there Is 
any hope for society outside. 

And when you work to change that society outside 
and then see that the "system" is so powerful 
thai It can mold the minds of people so that the 
people throw away their opportunity for change, 
you begin to lose hope. 



When you see wltMn your own supposedly un- 
stnictured environment ridicule made of change 
and "democracy" - people talking of legalities 
and refusing to share responsibility you begin 
to lose hope. 

But we are back to the same question. It's 
alright to talk but few will commit themselves. 
They may commit themselves to Ideas but not 
toactfoo. 

But what we need Is more than that. We need 
a commitment to principles, but also to people. 
And a commitment to that one ^>eclal person 
is not enough. We have to all commit ourselves 
to everyone else, and perhaps this Is the hardest 
of all. We have to all love each other. 

You begin to reallae thai we have all been 
soclaUsed. That our little "free" university worid 
is only an extension of the evil world outside. 
That we are all part of the system. 

The only way that we can change It Is by seeing 
the humannessin each of us and relating to that 
and seeking to bring that out In each other and 
reinforce It, Yet how do we do that. On the basis 
that society has defined It - on a one to one 
basis. Love Is for two people. Not for everyone 
together. Perhaps that Is where we have to stari. 
But there must be a way for us, all of us, to 
actually love each other, all of us. 

We do not know the answer. Most of the time 
we do not look for lU We Just go on playing our 
roles and ^xiuting the rhetoric of change - anri 
sometimes we even tinker with the system- 
but the system remains.

EDMONTON (CUP) - The Catewayp 

student newspaper at the University 

of Allwrta, will be represented 

on the commlsslmi Investigating 

the method for selection of Its 

editor. 
At a U of A student council 

meeting on March G Council agreed 
to place two members of the Gate- 
way staff (to be chosen by the stafO 
on the commission. 

Engineering rep Howard Chris- 
tenson, who made the motion ex- 
plained that since two people who 
had voted In favor of the personnel 
board's choice of editor had been 
put on the commlssloo, some at- 
tempt should be made to balance It, 
Law rep and president elect Jerry 
Rlskln opposed the motion on the 
grounds that It would cause the 
number of students on the com- 
mission to exceed the number of 
noo-stodents. Hesaldhehadunder- 
stood the commlssloo tobeamethod 
of ruling out a political coo- 
slderatifm In this matter by asking 
people not directly Involved to do 
the Investigation. 

He said he could only support 
the motion If for every Gateway 
staffer added there was also some- 
one added from off campus. He 
later withdrew his qualifications 
of the motion alter listening to 
the debate. 

Gateway editor Bob Beal said: 
"We are faced with a dispute 
between the newspaper and the stu- 
dent council and It Is necessary 
that either both sides be represented 

or neither be represented on any 
body formed to solve the dispute." 

Council passed the motion un* 
amended. 

The commlssloo was created to 
look Into the method of appoint- 
ment of future Gateway editors 
and thp appointment dilute of a 
Gateway editor who had no support 
among the staff. 

The original members of the 
commission were; the university 
Provost, the university ombudsman, 
the associate edllorofthe Edmonton 
Journal or his representative, and 
two stadentcouodl representatives. 



The dispute began on February 
14 when student council appointed 
a Gateway ejltor who had received 
no support from the Gateway staff 
and with whom the staff would 
rehise to work. 

The Gat«^*^y staff subsequently 



went on strike and refused to publish 
regular Gateway editions tor two 
weeks. Council then appointed the 
commission to Investigate the dis- 
pute and the staff ended thelrstrlke 
pending the outcome ofthecommls- 
slon.

TORONTO (CUP)- About 30 cam- 
pas ncnrlty ind 24 Metro police- 
men tirolce op t slt-lo sttged by- 
Uoiversltr of Toronto students Stm- 
diy» March 12 ind arrested 18 
students for trespasslns and other 

charges. 

Up to 100 students had been In- 
volved In the sit-in but only 35 
were around when the bust came* 

The students had been holding 
a sit-in In the Senate Chambers 
In the main University admlnls- 
tratloQ bolldlng since Friday. They 
were protestl^ the university's 
refusal to grant undergraduate stu-* 
dents use of the new Robarts Lib- 
rary whch was built using pro- 
vincial Itinds. The library will be 
used only by graduates and bculty. 

This was the first time metro 
Toronto cops have been asked to 
come on campus by a U of T 
administration during the school 
term. The other time the cops 
were on campus — the flrsttlmeT- 
was when they moved In to break 
up the Wacheea tent city during 
the summer, which had been or- 

ganlzod on the campus. 

Acting president John Sword was 
responsible for Issuing both 
Invitations to the cops* He told a 
hastily-called news conference Sun- 
day llut he ended the sit-in because 
It served no purpose and the oc- 
cupiers would disrupt offlce 
worker's routine work. 

When the cops entered at 10:45am. 
Sunday without any warning, they 
broke the ornate oak door to the 
Senate chamber — which demon- 
strators have always taken care 



to protect when occnpylogthe cham- 
bers. 

;'' iThe cops refused to talk or ne- 
gotiate with any of the people In the 
room lod punched SAC president 
Bob %»ncer In the nose when be 
tried persistently to negotiate with 
them. 

Once students realised the cops 
meant business they did not resist 
and In some cases were violently 
removed from the chambers. 

The last time U of T students 
held a sit-in and occupied the senate 
chambers was fn the spring of 
1970 when they won their demands 
for funds for the daycare centre. 
President Claude Blssell did not 
call the cops.

Tbe factory employs approil-> 
mately 200 women at a wage of 
$1.43 and 50 men at )1,90 per 
hour. Most of the women spend 
their eight hour day sitting on 
stools by a conveyor belt, tryUig 
to keep up with a process that 
pushes endurance to the limit. 

"It's much faster than an auto- 
mobile assembly line/' stated the 
ei'worker. "No maUer how fast 
you go, you never catch up to the 
belt," 

These conditions lead to a tnck- 
log and overflow of chocolate pro- 
ducts from the conveyor. During 
the dally cleanup, these chocolates 
are swept from the floor and re- 
cycled, creaUng many of the famous 
"double dipped" chocolates. 

The Moir's plant in llalirax had 
violated government regulations 
about drinking water^ toilet facil- 
ities, cleaning and sonltaUon prac- 
tices and working facilities* They 
also do not have marked Are exits 
or established emergency Are pro- 



cedures* 

Tba provincial government's En- 
dastrlal Safety Act has setapeoalty 
oC not more than HOO or 30 days 
for a first offence and not more 
than $500 or 90 days for "any 
person who violates or falls to 
otkserve any prorlsloQ of this act". 

In addltloQ to healUi and safety 
vlolaUons, the Molr's factory ap- 
pears to t)e guilty of practices not 
specifically Indicated In Uwse reg- 
ulations. 

Products are stored Inuncovered 
wooden txizes for days allowing in- 
tlltratioQ by many of the 
cockroaches, maggots, rats and 
mice that Inhabit the building. When 
the plant is fumigated, the tMxes 
are temporarily covered, providing 
a haven for them. 

The bctory eiploits those who 
did not complete high school. There 
are many such unemployed workers 
seeking lowskllled ]obs in the metro 
area. They can hire workers and 
then lay them off after a short 
period of time -- before seniority 
status demands a raise, Molr's 
need not fear a labor shortage and 
the workers are prevented from 
struggling for reforms: Uthreatens 
their lob security. 

"The way Molr's deals with sen- 
iors Is to avoid having anyone 
in a job for a long time," said 
the ex-worker. "Seniors pull quUe 
a weight Seventy-nve women were 
hired onlnSeptemberand by Christ- 
mas none remained." 

Just before the new year,' Molr's 
underwent a change that affected 
the Job status of at least 23 workers. 



This Involved moving all hard candy 
operations to St]ert>rooke, Quebec, 
white keeping packaged ctiocolate 
prodQCtloo In KaUlax. 

TUs "thrift measure" meant that 
23 workers faced winter unemploy- 
ment. Some of these were 
approaching seniority status and 
were able to obtain JunlorpostUons. 
Molr's "protects" their pay for 16 
months while they receive oo-the- 
}ob training for beUer positions. 
Workers who faJI to meet the stan- 
dards for advancement will re- 
ceive the junior wage. 

Tlie Bakery and Confectionary 
Workers' Union, soKKksedly rep^ 
resentiog Molr's workers, hasdooe 
nothing to Improve working con- 
ditions or pay scales. 

Thestandardpractlce for worker 
hassles is a complaint to the shop 
stewardess, who takes It to the 
union. They may or may not de- 
cide to lend their sui^rt. If they 
do and the action requires a lawyer, 
then the worker must pay the ex- 
penses, 

Molr's Ltd. Is owned by Stan- 
dard Brands Ltd. which is connected 
with Standard Brands Inc* In the 
United States. Standard Brandsalso 
owns Walter M. Lowney Ltd., Mel- 
rose Foods,, J.C.C. Stores, Doctor 
Ballards Animal Foods, Jenny LInd, 
Bluebonnet and Planter's Nuts. 

There is apparently no regulation 
stipulating a minimum frequency 
for factory inspection. It Is left 
to the inspector to determine his 
own schedule. According to one 
secretary, "They're all kept busy 
answering complaints," 



New cultural project in Sudbury

essional theatre under ttiesponsor- 
ship of the Sudbury Theatre Centre. 

V\e centre Is comprised of repres- 
entatives of theatre groups In Sud- 
bury : Theatre Sudbury, Sudbury 
little Theatre Guild, FontasyPlay- 
ers, and Laurentlan University Dra- 
ma DepL^and of Cambrian College. 

Morey Speigel, a prominent Sud- 
bury businessman Is Chairman of 
the Theatre Centre Board oFDlrcc- 
tors, and Peg Roberts drama con- 
sultant for the Sudbury Board of 
Education and originator of the 
Qounta Drama Festival formed the 
steering commitiee last summer 
for the purpose of creating a non- 
profit corporation that may receive 
funds and give tax-deductible rece- 
ipts. A federal grant under the 
Winter Works program Is enabling 
the Centre to employ personnel— 
underthedlrectlon of Ernie Schwart 
of the professional Toronto, 
company Studio Lab Theatre for 
this yeor-'-actors, technical and 
administrative staff for the prod- 
ductlon of this seasim's progkam, 
the highlight of which is to be 
Bortolt Brecht's "The Threepenny 
Opera", with music by Kurt WellL 
This will be staged ApHl 12 to 16 
in the Fraser Auditorium at, Laur- 
entlan University* Following this, 
two other shorter ploys willbepro- 
duced before the end of May. In 
addition there have been three Info* 
rmal Friday night programs prese- 
nted free at the Centre at 64 Frood 
Road, and there will be four others 
two short plays, one children's 
play, "Cinderella^*, and an evening 
of "Theatre Cames"tn which the 
andience particIiHite with the actors 
In an acting workshop.

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Senate ad hoc committee presents final report 



Tlie Senate Ad Hoc Committee 
00 Standards and Procedures pre- 
sented their Onal report to Senate 
00 March 9 to t)e discossed nntll 
the a:tober 1972 meeting. The re- 
port consists of a nnmber of rec- 
ommendations on Improvement of 
teaching^ the evaloatloo of student 
performance, currlcottim reform 
and student's academic ri^ts. 

The report ontllnes 3 reasons 
for the evaloatloi of student per- 
formances. To determine the level 
of learning to aid In the Jtxlglng 
effectiveness of a professor's 
teaching and to aid In assessing 
the value of a programme. 

Hie main reason for evaluating 
a student's performance la to help 
him learn, A professor^s primary 
go§l Is to help his students learn 
and he does this by evaluating 
them and teaching them as twst 
he can. Because there are so many 
different Unds of leamlnga grading 
system must be nezible, for the 
student should know what he has 
retained^ not how much better or 
worse he did b relation to his 
classmates. Students must learn 
to evaluate themselves which would 
aid the basic goals of learning. 

To be reliable, evaluatloo should 
be valid (as impartial as poasltdeX 
continuous^ progressive, andshoutd 
have as much feedback as possible 



between professors and students. 

The committee came out with a 

number of further Ideas: There 

should be frequent persoc^ contact 

between professors, studeatSp other 

professors and the Departments or 

Schools* 
It was felt that supplementals 

ahoald not be made Automatic and 
dLqputes being referable to the AFP, 

Course ob]ectlves must be com- 
munfcated to students at the 
beginning of each course so that 
students can know just what is ex- 
pected of them. Overall evaluation 
must be carried out In coosultatloci 
with the Department or School, 
with q>eclflc evaluation being len 
up to the professor and shidents. 

Students must participate in 
setting up evaluation policies as well 

as methods and criteria and should 
participate In evaluating themselves 
and others. 

The committee felt that first 
year students In particular need 
more contact with faculty and there- 
fore should not be grouped with 
large classes. It was also thought 
that when evaluation of studentper- 
formances is taken as wide a field 
as possible should be taken Into 
account, (projects, tests, labwork, 
etc.}* The final criterion for eval- 
uatiOQ In a course should be the 
llnal examination. 

The grading ^^em Is used to 
represent students' evaluatioa and 



several recommendations were 
made in this area. 

The committee came up with a 
modified pass/no pass system, in 
this system four letters would be 
used A,B, C, and N. A for out* 
standing, B for very good, C for 
good and N for no credit. With this 
a student Is recognised only for 
'good' not 'poor' work, TheHstands 
for Incompletes (I), withdrawals (W) 
or JUlures (FJ, A floal N 'zomw 
Into eftoct 60 days after the last 
day of classes allowing the shident 
time to take a supplemental or 
repeat his grade. It Is also sog- 
g^led that professors give their 
reasons for assigning the grades 
they have and should make them- 
selves as available as possible 
to the students. 

The committee said that the 
University Calendar does not com* 
munlcate to the student. It Is too 
much a book of rules with some 
vague history at the beginning. It 
was their view that the calendar 
go through a thorough rewriting 
and reorganiiation. 

At present the basic unit of all 
programmes Is the course, which 
Is usually two and a half hours 
per week for two semesters and 
worth 6 credits. 

The commitiee suggests that the 
Basic Course Unit (BClD should 
be 1 hour per week per semester 
where 1 credit would be given. 
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The degree would then consist of 
90 credits. Courses of 2 hours/ 
week/semester or 1 hour/weel^ 
2 semesters would then be equi- 
valent under this system which 
gives much more fleiiblllty. By 
varying the number of semesters 
and/or hours there could be courses 
from 1 to 6 credits In value* Even 
a ft bour/week/ooe-thlrd semester 
would be possible. 

By accepting this BCV systBm 
the university year would become 
' a composite of 2 semesters, calling 
for a possible study week in each 
semester as well as a week or two 
Ibr exams at the end of each sem- 
ester. 

The committee also made re- 
commendations concerning thecoo- 
Umiatlon, concentration and honours 
programmes. At present the Gen- 
eral Progrmm Is eqoal to 16 BCU's 
out of 90, a concentration Is equal 
to 30 BCU*s out of a total of 90, 
and an honours' programme Isetpial 
to 60 BCU's out of a total of 120. 
It was thought that In the case of 
the Honours student who takes 60 
BCU's in History with no tutorials 
or seminars has not earned an 
honours certlllcale. therefore the 
present honours programme should 
be replaced for smaller classes 
rather than ^>eclallEatioo com- 
posing an honours programme, for 
In small groups one can best achieve 
the level of knowledge worthy of 
special recognition. 

The commltiee's breakdown was 
that In the pass programme for 
contimiation there should be 15-30 
BCU's out of 90, for concentration 
30-45 BCU's out of 90, for a major 
45-60 BCU's out ofl20 and ^wclalist 

eO-90 BCU's out of 120. (The ma]or 
and specialist programmes equal 
4 years.) 

The dellnltion of requirements 
for a degree is simply gaining 
'^SO credits for a 3 year degree 
and 120 credits fbr a 4 yeardegree, 
which are achieved If an A, B, or 
C is gained In each course. 
It was recommended that any 
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desree programme should tw de- 
veloped If there are suffldent In- 
terested students, if ttwre are suf- 
fldent Interested Quniltr end If It 
meets tnslc academic requirements 
wMcli Senate deems mandatory.

We are all 
redttced to Dnmbtrs.. Tliere li ib- 
solately no compreheosloa shorn 
of the Importance to the student 
of providing a .flrst class eda cation* 
tpaUtaUvely-or of the Importance 
to the country of making the most 
of the brains and suu« tod talents 
.we have , ot of >'.tbe^ Importance to 
the world of malnUlnlng and ex* 
tending Canada's eminence In goal* 
Ity edocatlon. 

I think alt of US would concede 
that there Is plpnty of room for 
Improvement In ourr universities, 
as there Is In every other aspect 
of our society. But the Wright Re- 
port supposes that only government 
power can bring this about: univ- 
ersity power cannot, student power 
cannot, only government power can. 
Is It a coincidence that while 
students fight for parity or rep- 
resentation on university senates 
and committees, the government 
proposes to Jerk the rug out from 
under the same committees, senates 

and universities? Is It a coincid- 
ence that they printed only 14,000 
copies of the Report? Why? Did 
they expect the province's 176,000 
full time shidents to be so dis- 
interested IS not to reid It?

the Puritans. They devised aif In- 
geoloos method of allowlngcoortloff 
couples to keep warm oo cold win- 
ter nights without the danger of 
closer contact: a bundling board 
down the centre of the bed, althoagh 
I suspect It was a custom more ob- 
served in the breach than in the 
practise. 

Nevertheless, in this Imperfect 
world there are situations where 
a bundling board, or buffer, can 
serve a very useful ftmctlocL Now 
this was the odglnal potpose of 
the Committee oo University Af- 
fairs. Until 1951 the Ontarto gov- 
ernment and the universities had 
a very flexible arrangement for 
funding, possible because so mnch 
less money was involved. The sit* 
uatloo became more complicated 
between IMS and leSO when In add- 
ition to Queen's , Toronto, and 
Western, three other universities 
became eligible lo receive grants; 
Carleton, Ottawa, and McMaster, 
By 1956, with the addiU-w of Ass- 
umption (now Windsor) and Water- 
loo, there were 8 Institutions rec- 
eiving a total annual grant of 120 
million. By then it had been dec- 
ided that It was "expedient to es- 
tablish' a closer Uasloo between the 
Government and the Universities 
of Ontarto with a view to greater 
co-ordination of university work, 
and to provide for the advising of 
the Government upon the manner of 
dlstrtbudoo of the Provincial and 
Federal Grants"(Preamble to bor- 
der in Council, Oct 9, 1951). To 
advise the Government abouttheuo- 
IverslUes a committee of senior 
, civil servants was appointed, com- 
posed of the tChlef' Director of Ed- 
ttcatloD(who acted as chairman), the 
Comptroller of Finance, the Prov- 
incial Auditor, with an ofQcialfrom 
^tbe Department of Education acting 
as secreUnr* and a retired univ- 
ersity professor acting as adviser.

llshment, development, operation, 
eipanslon, and financing ofthe univ- 
ersities of the Province. The orig- 
inal chairman was John Robarts, 
later succeeded by Leslie Frost. 
In 1964 the Government estabUshed 
a Department of University Affairs, 
and the committee was now made 

advisory to the Minister of Univer- 
sity Affairs, W.G.Davis. 

At present the structure of the 
Department remains essentially as 
it was In 1964*-deputy minister, 
assistant deputy minister, and sen- 
ior officials concerned with archi- 
tectural services, finance , res- 
earch, and student aid. The unlv* 
ersltles began to press for repres- 
entation on the CUA and. Ironically, 
they were delighted when In 1967 
a full-time chairman was appointed 
from the academic world— the Dean 
of the Department of Engineering 
at Waterloo, Dr. Douglas Wrtght.

In ach]al fact Realty had already 
gradoated from Western where he 
was president of the YoungCooser- 
vatlves, had taken a job in the off- 
ice of one of the minister's for 
whom he campalped last OctotMr, 
and has recently been nominated 
as a federal Progressive Conserv- 
ative candidate.

Before my first meeting In Sep- 
tember, I carefully read throgugh 

the mlnptes of the previous four 
years. 1 was puitled by the fact 
that they contained no detailed acc- 
ount of discussions nor raUooale 
for declsloos. When I pointed this 
out to Dr. Wright, he replied that 
lodlTldnal members of the comm- 
ittee might be embarrassed if tbdr 
views were made public 
My apprehension Increased whea 

I discovered that a vote was never 
taken on any issue, that during the 
fall there were only two business 
meetings, and sub-committees met 
seldom If ever. There was never 
any discussion about the quality of 
education and the only reference 
to students seemed to be In terms 
of the B.LU.(Baslc Income Unit). 
In the middle of December mem- 
bers of the CUA were given a 
draft agenda of the Items to be dis- 
cussed 00 January 3 and 4 when we 
were to draw up recommendatloas 
to present to the Mhilster of Coll- 
eges and Universities. At that time 
I protested that we could not poss* 
Ibly reach responsible conclusions 
about such a number of complex 
matters in two days. By then I had 
also l>ecome convinced thattheCUA 
had been confined to a state of 
enforced inertia. As I see It, the 
CUA accomplished absolutely noth* 
Ing this year, and wasted weeks 
of the universities' time In thepre- 
paratloa of brtefs which were pre- 
sented in the credulous faith that 
some attention was being paid to 
them. In effect, the CUA was a fa;- 
ade while the real acUon wastaking 
place elsewhere. Nor was there 
any llason with the Commission 
on Post-Secoodary Education, al* 
though large areas of Interest over- 
.lappod. 

Treosury control? 

My evidence for believing that the 
CUA was being used Is this: Short- 
If befbre Christmas we were given 
a bulky volume ofbackground papers 
In preparation for theJanuary meet- 
ings.
